The new Antioch High St:hool soccer field, 
at the intersection of Deep Lake and Grass 
Lake Rds., will be known from now on as 
Warren P. Policy Field. 

This was an action taken by the Antioch 
High School Board of Education at its last 
regular meeting on Thursday, Sept. 15. 

This action was the board's way of 
honoring Policy's 36th year at the high 
school. 

After an hour's public hearing on the 1983- 
84 proposed budget, attended only by seven 
teachers who asked no c|uestidnsr the board 
approved the budget as proposed. - 

Expenditures were approved at $5,817,320, 
an increase of 6.17 percent over last year's 
expenditures. 

' Business Manager Ken Wierschem said 
that excluding the cost of the asbestos 
removal, the budget would only show a 4.5 



percent increase over the 1982-83 budget. 

The board then discussed a prevalent cost 
problem incurred by the non-payment of 
student fees for summer school tuition, the 
cost of damaged and lost books and school 
equipment, and general fees. 

With concern in mind about the unfairness 
of these losses to those who honor their finan- 
cial obligations, the board is taking under 
consideration, legat* action, denial of extra 
curricular activities and. the publication of 
delinquent accounts. 

School Atty. Ray DeMartini told the board 
that the appellate court had refused to hear 
the appeal of the circuit court's decision that 
Country Companies Insurance Co., \^ liable 
for high school's legal fees, amounting to ap- 
proximately $13,000, incurred in the lawsuit 
filed by a student who was expelled. 

The circuit court's decision has now been 



appealed to the Illinois Supreme Court by the 
insurance company. 

Antioch High School will be going with the 
big band look and sound for Homecoming '83.

Principal Art Blecki told the board that on 
Friday, Oct. 28, the homecoming show will 
feature two bands, the Big Band Machine, an 
18 piece tuxedoed group that' plays mui^ic 
from the '40's and '50s, anid Chaos, playing to 
teenagers of aU ages.

\ According to Dist. 34 Supt. Don Skidmore, 
in 1982-83, Governor Jim Thompsort went 
before the ^tate legislature and asked for a 
cut in state aids, so the schbol district in 



reality received $511,797 for that year. 
. Skidmore added that, besides ^e $494,784 
that Dist. 34 is slated to get in 1983-84, the 
district is due one month's back payment of 
$60,000 from the 1981-82 school year. This 
would bring the amount of state aids ex- 
pected to $544,784 or approximately $33,00Q 
over what was actually realized last year. 

But Skidmore said that the governor had 
already warned that that total might also 
decrease about midyear depending on the 
state of the economy. 

The total increase in state aids for Lake 
County schools is $2,099,219 for the 1983-84 
school year. ' 

This is primarily due tothe inci'ease in the' 
foundation level from $1,657.68 to $1,752.64 
for this school year. . \

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The trial of William Haley, Antioch, on 
charges of marijuana trafficking, has, been 
continued to a calendar call on Jan. 16. 

/I^ley was arrested in connection with the 
c'unfiscation of a plane by Florida drug agen- 
ts over two years ago, 

The plane, owned by William Zeigler, 
Round Lake, that was carrying between 
$400,000 and $500,000* worth of marijuana, 
landed at a West Palm Beach, Fla. airport in 
April, 1981, and was. impounded by drug 
authoriH 

Apalendar call in Florida is when both at- 
t(jfneys appear before the judge assigned to 
the case and declare whether or not they are 
ready to go to trial. 

Inside of the last two years, Haley and his., 
lawyer, William Butler, and the 
prosecution's attorneys have appeared for 
several calendar calls. 

The case has been continued to allow the 
defense to get witness depositions several 
times. 




On the prosecution side, Assistant Staters 
Atty.- Michael Morgan, presently handling 
the case for the state, is the third prosecuting 
att6rney,,tobeonthecase. . 

According to Morgan, it is not unusual foi'a 
drug trafficking case to be constantly on a 
continuing basis especially as far as the 
defense is concerned. , 

"The defense has to be fextremely careful 
when it comes to the pre-trial motions on 
these cases since its entire case could depend 
on them, in the majority of drug trafficking 
cases that do reach trial status, the defen- 
dants are found guilty," Morgkn said.> 

He added that the case was a complicated 
one and some of the problems had also been 
on the side of the defense. 

Morgan added that even if both sides are 
ready for .trial in January, there still is no 
guarantee as to when thfe trial itself will take 
place. 

He said that his office presently had 250 
such cases pending trial.
